Smart's proposal was voiced 
at a lively town meeting-type 
hearing held by his committee 
at Alpine Lodge on Mt. Tamal- 
pais. Muir Woods Park Im 
provement Assn. was host for 
the meeting. More t h an 50 
persons attended. 
“I must admit,” Smart said, 
“that a 15-member board of 
Supervisors would be unweild- 
ly if it acted as the present 
(five-member) board does now.” 
He said the present board, 
among other things, “dabbles 
in adminis'rative matters and 
acts as an appeals board on 
planning matters.” 
Smart said h e . believes the 
county supervisors should stick 
to policy making and leave ad­ 
ministration in the hands of 
key administrative personnel. 
He opposed countywide elec­ 
tion of Supervisors on the 
ground that all would be elec 
ted from a concentrated area 
of heavy population. 
There was general agree 
ment with his view that super

If their belief is genuine, 
they might find it an eye-open­ 
er to motor from San Rafael 
to Hicks Valley along the offi­ 
cial “evacuation route” some 
windy, rainy day. 
I-J SURVEY 
An Independent-Journal re- 
porter-photographer team this 
week did just that. They reach­ 
ed the holding area without in­ 
cident. But they were in one 
car on an otherwise virtually 
deserted route. 
It was difficult to visualize 
the stame route clogged with 
some 30,000 vehicles, their oc­ 
cupants hell-bent on escaping 
the death-dealing fallout from 
a 20-megaton H-bomb. 
From San Rafael the 20-mile 
route runs west past San An- 
selmo, through Fairfax and up 
White’s Hill on Sir Francis 
Drake boulevard to the San 
Geronimo-Nicasio road. At that 
point it proceeds northwest 
through Nicasio to the Pt. 
Reyes-Petaluma 
road, 
t h e n 
north to the 2,000-acre holding 
area at the terminus of Novato 
boulevard. 
MARKED BY SIGNS 
The way is marked by round 
blue-and-white 
civil 
defense 
signs, but they are few and far 
between. (One, located j u s t 
past the turn onto the Pt. 
Reyes-Petaluma road, already 
is riddled with bullet holes.) 
After it leaves Drake boule­ 
vard near Woodacre, the two- 
lane evacuation route winds 
its narrow way up and down 
hills and around sharp curves. 


Some stretches are relatively 
good, 
others sprinkled with 
chuck holes. The shoulders are 
either soft or non-existent. 
The route passes through a 
number of cuts susceptible to 
huge, 
road-blocking 
earth 
slides. It takes little immagina- 
tion to visualize the pandemo­ 
nium that would accompany 
the halting of traffic during an 
actual evacuation. 
Even on divided six or eight- 
lane freeways the blocking of 
a single lane can result in a 
chaotic snarl that take an hour 
or more to untangle. 
It’s a cinch that many ve­ 
hicles traveling the one-way 
escape rout would run out of 
gas. These would be uncere­ 
moniously pushed off the road 
to keep traffic moving. Grad­ 
ually an accumulation of strag­ 
glers would build up, creating 
a critical road-choking pedes­ 
trian problem. 
The final stretch to the hold­ 


ing area covers several miles of 
the well-maintained, and wider, 
Pt. Reyes-Petaluma road. It is 
more than adequate for peace­ 
time, rural traffic. But would 
it suffice as a route for mass 
evacuation in wartime? 
The holding area itself is a 
broad expanse of rolling ranch 
land. Fleeing residents of Ma­ 
rin’s heavily populated areas 
presumably would camp there 
in automobiles while awaiting 
further instructions from civil 
defense officials. 
If an evacuation were to be 
attempted 
this 
week, 
it is 
doubtful whether many cars 
could negotiate the right-angle 
turns into the holding a r e a 
without bogging down in wa­ 
ter-filled roadside gullies. And, 
assuming they got through, it 
is likely most of them would 
quickly lose traction on the 
slippery, rain-saturated terrain.

CHICAGO 
— A possible 
new breakthrough in efforts to 
suppress certain human can­ 
cers with chemicals was report­ 
ed today at a national meeting 
of the American Cancer So­ 
ciety. 
Dr. Roy Hertz, chief of the 
endocrimology branch of the 
National Cancer Institute, Be- 
thesda, 
Md , 
described 
the 
technique. 
He said 16 women with ad­ 
vanced cancers have been re­ 
ceiving an anti-cancer chemi­ 
cal for two years. 
He reported that cells of 
one 
particular 
type 
cancer 
were duped into committing 
suicide by absorbing chemical 
closely resembling a vitamin 
they needed for growth. 
The cancer studied is a hor­ 
mone producing tumor called 
choriocarcinoma. It occurs in 
women during the child-bear­ 
ing process, originating from 
what normally would be the 
after-birth of placenta.

Marin City's Value 
When Redeveloped 
Set At $1.7 Million 


When only streets, sewers 
and site preparation are com­ 
pleted, the 160-acre redevelop­ 
ed Marin City will be worth 
$1,754,715, according to Neil 
J. Brodsgar, 
San Rafael ap­ 
praisal consultant. 
The appraisal was made for 
tl}£ Marin County Redevelop­ 
ment Agency, for submission 
with its application for Federal 
Housing Administration financ­ 
ing approval. 


Brodsgar appraised 12 differ­ 
ent areas, including 171 sites 
for single-family residences, a 
1 0 ^ -acre 
apartment 
house 
area, three church sites, a 9V4- 
acre commercial section, 
an 
elementary school site, a high 
school site, wasteland and a 
commercial-zoned 
area 
now 
covered with a pond. 
The 160 acres are separate 
from the section where federal 
low-rent housing will be pro­ 
vided. The Marin County Re­ 
development Agency plans sub­ 
sidized housing, privately own­ 
ed, for the portion Brodsgar 
appraised. Apartments will be 
sold to occupants and run co­ 
operatively. 
Brodsgar appraised each of 
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the 171 home sites separately. 
Lots ranged from 7,700 square 
feet to about even-eighths of 
an acre. Their appraised value, 
depending on size, location and 
view, varied from $1,500 to 
$5,000. 
Brodsgar believes some of 
the lots are larger than eco­ 
nomical for a house in the 
$12,000 to $13.500 range, which 
the 
redevelopment 
a g e n c y 
would like to see built on them. 
SIZE OF LOTS 
The lots were laid out accord­ 
ing to the Marin City Master 
Plan, which set 7,500 square 
feet as the minimum, with lots 
increasing in size the steeper 
the hillside on which they were 
located. 
Brodsgar recommends start­ 
ing with a 6.000 square foot 
minimum 
and 
keeping 
the 
slope policy in mind but not 
strictly adhering to it. 
He estimates under this sys­ 
tem 10 to 17 additional lots 
could be outlined. 
LESS TO INVEST 
Brodsgar reasons that with 
more money spent on the lot, 
there will be less to invest in 
the house. The redevelopment 
agency wants to have three- 
bedroom residences, some with 
two bathrooms, built on the 
sites. 
Another 
change 
Brodsgar 
recommended was moving the 
proposed 
community 
center 
from 5V2 acres between Drake 
avenue and 
Donohue street 
down to a 3% -acre site at the 
Highway 101 entrance to Marin 
City, now described as a church 
site. 
He would use the place now 
proposed for the community 
center for additional apartment 
houses.

Marin’s reappraisal program 
under Mark Wright is in the 
final “cleanup” stage, and the 
final completed figures will be 
turned txfrer to the county as­ 
sessor before April 1, Wright 
said today. 
The cleanup stage is to up­ 
date records on properties re­ 
cently 
sold 
or 
constructed, 
Wright said. 
A preliminary tabulation of 


34.000 parcels, about half of 
all taxes in the county, have 
been turned over to Assessor 
George W. Hall already, Wright 
announced. He said the “clean­ 
up” phase should be done by 
the first week in March, to be 
followed by a final tabulation. 
The 
four-year 
reappraisal 
program cost about $1,250,000, 
including about $350,000 for 
mapping. 


The county board of super­ 
visors wants to use these new 
figures 
for the 1958-59 tax 
bills. But Assessor Hall wants 
Jto use his present figures. The 
assessor says he does not be­ 
lieve the newly appraised fig­ 
ures will be turned over to him 
by April 1. Even if they are, 
says Hall, it does not give him 
enought time to use them for 
this year’s tax roll.

After a work session of the 
Corte Madera Planning Com­ 
mission, it is likely that the 
town’s new zoning ordinance 
will carry a provision to mea­ 
sure the brilliance of lighted 
signs. 
Any lighted sign brighter 
than the sign on the Richfield 
Service Station at Tamalpais 
drive and Willow avenue will 
be illegal, according to Com­ 
mission 
Chairman 
Lynn 
B. 
Falch, 
if 
the 
commission’s 
recommendations are accepted 
by the town council. 
The Richfield sign will be 
measured in foot-amperes and 
its light intensity included in 
the zoning ordinance. 
Other sign regulations rec­ 
ommended by the commission 
as reported at its Thursday 
session are: 
1. Signs of 100 square feet or 
more will be submitted to a 
“board of design” for review. 
2. Red, yellow or green light­ 
ing that might be confused 
with traffic signals at an in- 


tersection 
will not be 
per­ 
mitted. 
3. Limits to sign size were 
set at 100 square feet in local 
shopping and commercial serv­ 
ice districts; 200 square feet 
for highway commercial areas, 
p r o f e ssional - administrative 
z o n e s 
a n d 
manufacturing 
zones; and 450 square feet for a 
regional shopping center, such 
as the one now being built 
just west of Hignway 101. 
4. No signs with flashing 
lights or with moving parts 
will be allowed. 
On another zoning ordinance 
item, the planners set dwelling 
side-setbacks at 8 per cent of 
the average width of the lot, 
but not less than five feet, or 
requiring more than 15 feet. 
Originally a six-foot setback 
had been proposed, instead of 
the town’s present one of five 
feet. However, plans for Ma­ 
riner’s Cove had the five-foot 
side setback, and the new pro­ 
posal will allow the plans to be 
carried out unchanged.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
To Buy Better Product, 
You Must Know About It 


Man’s desire to improve himself has 
sparked inventions throughout the ages. 
In the inventor, this desire to do some­ 
thing better than it has ever been done 
before is strong and insistent. 
He is 
unhappy until he has coped with the 
problem and overcome it. 
Unfortunately, this spark is only in a 
tiny portion of mankind. Most of us are 
too busy doing our job to worry much 
either about ways to make it easier or 
ways to make other people's life easier. 
In fact, unless we have brought for­ 
cibly to our attention the fact that there 
is a better way, an easier way. a more 
comfortable way, we probably wouldn’t 
ever change the old routine. 
For example, we doubt that a farmer 
would ever give up his horse, if he had 
never heard of a tractor. Women would 
probably still be using the old wash­ 
board and elbow grease if they had 
never heard of an electric washing ma­ 
chine or the laundromat. In fact in iso­ 
lated tribes on our globe today, the 
women don’t even know about soap, 
much less the modern detergents. 
How is it then, that in some places the 
word spreads more rapidly, conveni­ 
ences are made more available than in 
other areas? 
The answer is one word— advertising. 
This is not a new word. It goes back 
even before the wicked sorcerer shout­ 
ed the advantages of his deal — “New 
lamps for old’’ .— in an effort to get 
Aladdin to “buy." 
But unlike that wicked sorcerer, ad­ 
vertising today is designed not to trick 
you out of something, but to explain the 


advantages of a particular product. 
It 
will tell the farmer about the tractor. 
It will lighten the laundress’ job, or even 
carry the news of soap to the natives. 
But it does even more. It sets new 
goals for the striving man. Even if he 
can’t afford it now', the ads seem to say, 
work toward it. This gives new incen­ 
tives, higher standards and, as they are 
achieved, a sense of accomplishment. 
There are those who say advertising 
is nothing but added cost to a product. 
Nothing could be farther from the truth. 
Advertising creates 
the 
market 
for 
products of our modern mass-produc- 
tion system. 
The man fho invented the better 
mouse-trap may have been able to sell 
100 of them to his friends and neighbors 
and those they could talk to at $1 each. 
But with mass production and a couple 
of ads he probably would have sold 
10,000 at 10 cents each. In the first case 
he'd have grossed $100; in the second 
$1.000— and the consumer would have 
had to pay only one tenth as much for 
the product. 
That’s the way advertising works. It 
makes products cheaper; it encourages 
a better standard of living, and it en­ 
courages competition by pitting one 
product against many others. 
This is why many housewives, when 
the Independent-Journal comes each 
night, pick it up and turn right away to 
the grocery ads or the department store 
ads or the classified ads, then look at the 
news later.

A 
portable generator is parked 
just inside the entrance to the 
building. 
B W. Booker, assistant state 
highway engineer in San Fran 
cisco, declared yesterday that 
new type* of bomb-carrying 
missiles capable of being de 
livered without warning make 
successful accomplishment of 
a mass evacuation “almost im 
possible to conceive.” 
“The whole proposition,’* he 
said, “would be based on whe­ 
ther you had time enough to 
get the people out.” 
Booker said the maximum 
capacity of one 12-foot freeway 
lane is about 2,000 cars per 
hour, “and that’s not comfort­ 
able.’’ He said the six lane 
Highway 101 freeway between 
San Rafael and San Francisco 
at present is capable of hand­ 
ling peak commuter traffic. But 
he added that no freeway can 
be designed to be adequate 
completely at all times. 
On Monday, July 15, 1957, a 
total of 42,000 vehicles was 
counted on Highway 101 just 
south of the Greenbrae bridge 
during a 6 a.m. to 10 p.m. 
check, Booker said. During the 
peak commuter rushes some 2,* 
500 vehicles traveling in one 
direction passed by the check 
point in slightly more than one 
hour. 
Booker was dubious about 
the success of any mass evacu­ 
ation of cars along Marin’s two- 
lane rural roads. He indicated 
that even Highway 101, with 
all six lanes reserved for north­ 
bound traffic out of San Fran­ 
cisco, would be jammed.

Cautioning against “too dras- j 
tic a change,” Bagley said, “L e t1 
us equalize, let us change some 
(district) boundaries, but lei’s j 
not go too far.

OPPOSITE VIEW 
Taking what he termed “a 
diametrically opposite view,” 
Freeholder Philip W. Schneid­ 
er of San Anselmo declared, “I 
think the times today call for 
some real dramatic thinking.” 
He warned against “provincial­ 
ism” and said government that 
represents individual areas or 
districts results in just that. 
Schneider said a strong coun­ 
ty administrative officer would 
relieve the supervisors of many 
of their present duties and 
weld them into a policy-making 
body that would think in terms 
of the “total community.” He 
advocated countywide election 
of supervisors. 
Frfeeholder Sylvester J. Mc- 
Atee of Sausalito said he is 
“unalterably opposed to elec­ 
tion of supervisors at large be­ 
cause I think each area of the 
county should have representa­ 
tion of its own.” With a sev­ 
en-member 
board, 
including 
two members elected at large, 
it would be difficult to form 
a “political coterie,” McAtee 
said. 


SUPPORTS IDEA 
Mayor Robert D. Huber of 
Mill Valley, who was in the 
audience, supported the idea 
of a seven-member board. He 
agreed with McAtee that two- 
at-large members might give 
the cities a greater voice in 
county policy making. At pres­ 
ent, Huber said, liaison be­ 
tween cities and the county is 
“poor.” 
Taking issue with Schneider, 
McAtee vigorously opposed the 
idea of a strong county admin­ 
istrator or manager. He said he 
is against “the philosophy of 
taking the government away 
from the people and concen­ 
trating it in one place.” He 
termed it “the philosophy of 
dictatorship.” 
Mrs. Donald Taylor of Al­ 
monte, also in the audience, 
complained 
that under

Stanley Fraser inac­ 
curately transcribed the notes 
of the original stenographer in 
the case, Ernest Perry, who 
died before 
completing the 
trial record.

notes. Although she admitted 
that she never worked as a 
court reporter, she challenged 
the meaning of almost every 
shorthand symbol which she 
wrote on a blackboard at Chess­ 
man’s request.

7 Fudged A Little 


Nat Levy Shows Art Audience 


How He Composes A V/atercolor 


“I fudged a little bit.” 
This 
admission 
by 
Nat 
Levy, outstanding Bay Area 
watercolorist, was made sev­ 
eral times during his talk last 
Sunday at the preview to the 
Marin Society of Artists’ rep­ 
resentational art show. 
Levy and his brush are bold 
enough to move a beached 
boat at China Camp 10 feet 
nearer a building, turn Corin­ 
thian Island into a clump of 
trees or move Sacre Coeur in 
Paris’ 
famous 
Montmarte 
quarter—all in the name of 
composition. By color slides 
he showed how he progresses 
from a “roughie” to his pen­ 
ciled 
outline 
and 
t h e n 
through stages of color. 


“I DON’T THINK any good 
artist paints without worrying 
how he’s going to arrange it,” 
Levy said. 
Referring to the color of a 
barn, “nobody's gonna know 
what color the barn really is 
except the guy who owns it. 
And it isn’t his painting.” 
Levy’s material r a n g e s 
from street (tumbledown rur­ 
al ones preferred) and water­ 
front scenes to satirical illus­ 


tration. His “Dorothy,” scene 
of beached boats and a shack 
at China Camp near San Ra­ 
fael, he called “a still life 
with boats.” 
Levy’s composition style is 
usually oval, with the move­ 
ment 
embracing a central 
point of interest. 
HE BEGINS with a clean 
pencil outline on paper, add­ 
ing a light-value wash and one 
of his darkest values, “so I 
know how dark I can go with 
the rest of the picture.” In 
the case of the China Camp 
scene, each boat and building 
was rendered before he went 
on with the next. Near the 
end, he strengthened those 
objects which needed it. 
Perspective plays a large 
role 
in 
levy’s 
work. 
He 
achieves distance not only 
with the merging parallels 
technique, but by using light­ 
er values on more distant ob­ 
jects, contrasting warm and 
cold tones and by inserting 
figures, such as a flying gull 
or dog, to give scale to his 
larger subject. 
“I rely a great deal on per­ 
spective; I use it all the time,” 
Levy said. 


What he did not say in so 
many words is that he “fudges 
a little” on his perspective, 
just as he does on placement 
of objects. His verticals may 
cant or oppose one another 
or his horizontals sweep into 
the oval of the composition. 


LEW 
MAKES 
much of 
good subject matter—Tiburon 
and Mendocino City are two 
of his favorite locales—but he 
also takes liberties in the 
name of art. For him, compos­ 
ition is of prime importance. 
“You’re the artist. You can 
use the subject any way you 
choose.” 


His talk on “How a Picture 
Is Made” was essentially the 
story of how one artist—Nat 
Levy 
of 
San 
Francisco — 
makes the watercolors which 
win him exhibitions, laurels— 
and sales. 


Levy is one of the leading 
representatives of the Cali­ 
fornia school of casual water­ 
colors. He recently joined the 
Marin Society of Artists, al­ 
though he lives in the city.

Andreotti's Challenge 


'Parlor Voice, Said Her Teacher . . . 
'/'// Make You Eat Those Words . . .!

“Your voice will never be 
more than a sweet, parlor 
voice. You will reach nothing 
higher than an A,” Norma 
Andreotti of Sausalito was 
told by her singing teacher 
some years ago. 
W hether it was the chal­ 
lenge that was presented to 
her or an awakening to her 
own 
capabilities, Mrs. 
An­ 
dreotti says that, “It was at 
this moment that I decided to 
do something with my voice.” 
With a determination that is 
her Italian heritage, she re­ 
plied to the challenge by say­ 
ing to her teacher, “I will 
make you eat those words.” 
And therein lies a tale! 
MRS. 
ANDREOTTI 
w a s 
bom Norma Podesta, daugh­ 
ter of Victor Podesta, the 
founder of the San Francisco 
florist shop of Podesta and 
Baldocchi. Her early musical 
training was no more than 
that of most of the children 
her age—forced piano les­ 
sons. Yet it was her sunny dis­ 
position and her bursting into 
song whenever she was happy 
that prompted a neighbor to 
teach her her first little songs 
at the early age of seven. 
Thus it might be said that 
her first singing teacher was 
a neighbor on Green street in 
San Francisco— Miss Beatriz 
Michelena, whose father, Fer­ 
nando Michelena, was a star 
at the Tivoli Theatre. Miss 
Michelena was a star in her 
own right, having sung in 
light opera. San Rafaelites 
might better remember her as 


the wife of George Middleton 
who pioneered the moving 
picneered the moving picture 
industry in San Rafael. 
Later, Norma was captured 
by the desire to study dra­ 
matics, but Mama and Papa 
Podesta did not think the 
stage the proper place for 
their daughter and so discour­ 
aged her. However, Mrs. Po­ 
desta was aware enough of 
her daughter’s God-given tal­ 
ent to express a desire that 
she would be happy to have 
Norma study enough voice to 
sing 
an 
“Ave 
Maria” 
in 
church. And so Norma’s sec­ 
ond singing teacher was Mrs. 
Ione Pastori Rix, a teacher of 
vocal music in the immediate 
neighborhood, and daughter 
of the founders of Pastori’s 
Restaurant in Fairfax. 
WHEN THE 
GOAL 
was 
achieved 
and 
Norma 
sang 
Gounod’s “Ave Maria” in St. 
Francis Church in San Fran­ 
cisco, the lessons stopped. 
After that Norma sang only 
for her own pleasure. 
Her son, Carlo, was two 
years old before the oppor­ 
tunity to do any more “pub­ 
lic” singing occurred. The Vit­ 
toria Colonna Club of which 
Mrs. Andreotti was a member 
formed a Glee Club, and as 
chance would have it, her old 
singing teacher was soloist 
for the group. 
During one of the rehears­ 
als, Mrs. Rix approached Nor­ 
ma to study voice again with 
her. After a lengthy discus­ 
sion with her husband, this 
was done, but at a great sacri­ 


fice—Norma had to skimp on 
her household budget for the 
lessons. 
IT WAS AFTER a series of 
lessons 
that 
Norma 
heard 
those challenging words and 
from there was launched the 
career with its ups and downs 
—and, finally the ups—which 
reached its epitome when she 
sang Beethoven’s Ninth Sym­ 
phony in Carnegie Hall in 
New York with that great 
maestro, 
Arturo 
Toscanini, 
conducting the 
NBC 
Sym­ 
phony Orchestra. 
After Mrs. Rix, Mrs. Andre­ 
otti sought the help of Mabel 
Riegelman who 
encouraged 
her to continue her study of 
voice. When she had the op­ 
portunity to visit Europe with 
her 
husband in 
1937, her 
mother, who earlier had op­ 
posed Norma’s wish to study 
voice, suggested that financial 
help would be available if she 
wished to stay in Italy for fur­ 
ther study. 
TOO GREAT a suggestion 
to be looked lightly upon, 
Norma decided and sought an 
audition with Vittorino Morat- 
ti in Milan, Italy. He encour­ 
aged her to stay on in Italy 
and continue her study. 
Now that the opportunity 
was hers, Norma Andreotti 
was presented with a big 
problem. She was torn be­ 
tween devotion to her family 
and her determination to “do 
something” with her voice. 
She had left her five year old 
son in San Francisco and stay­ 
ing in Italy m eant a longer

separation from him. But she 
wanted “this thing” that had 
taken possession of her so 
very much that her decision 
was to remain.

IN NEW YORK she studied 
under Maria Guy who was re­ 
sponsible for bringing Lily 
Pons to the United States.

His securing a pos­ 
ition with the Federal Reserve 
Bank there decided the issue 
of whether to remain in New 
York or to return to San 
Francisco. 


When Mrs. Andreotti re­ 
turned to San Francisco to 
dismantle her home and get 
her son, her family informed 
her that they were opposed to 
her living in New York and 
financial help would no long­ 
er be available. That meant 
no more singing lessons. So 
she studied by herself review­ 
ing what she had learned 
from her various teachers— 
still determined to “do some­ 
thing” with her voice. She did 
bits on the radio and took 
part in minor concerts and 
the like. 


It wasd uring this period 
that she met Rosa Ponselle 
who played the dual role of 
friend and advisor to Norma 
— but she lacked the financial 
aid to be able to take advan­ 
tage of the opportunities that 
were presented.

after meeting Ponselle, Nor­ 
mas’ father died and in the 
spring of the following year 
her mother visited her daugh­ 
ter in New York.

Mrs. Podesta was elated, 
but Norma took it “with a 
grain of salt” because, at this 
period, her musical life was at 
a low ebb. 


A FEW WEEKS LATER, 
Mrs. Podesta died, happy in 
the thought that her daughter 
was to sing “Lucia.” Sadden­ 
ed at the loss of both parents 
in so short a time, it was only 
the promise of doing “Lucia” 
that brought Norma back to 
New York after accompany­ 
ing her mother’s body back to 
San Francisco. 
‘ Lucia” was most success­ 
ful and led to Mrs. Andreotti’s 
New York recital in Times 
Hall in 1944. The New York 
Herald Tribune had this to 
say of her singing: 
“Superb classic singing was 
beard last night in Times 
Hall when Norma Andreotti, - 
lyric-coloratura 
s o p r a n o , 
made her New York debut. 
“Miss 
Andreotti has the 
kind of voice that would have 
sent Handel straight to his 
desk with a new opera. Ser­ 
ene, elegant, controlled; her 
vocal production is the very 
fundament of true singing 
and produces in both legato 
and brilliant styles a purity 
of pitch and sound seldom 
equaled . . . This brilliant 
singer from the West is very 
gifted and should be heard 
from again.”

She sang two numbers in 
six minutes—“Estrellita” and 
“The 
Carnival in Venice.” 
But it was enough.

THE CALLER announced 
that he was Walter Toscanini 
of NBC, and that his father 
bad heard her sing over the 
radio the day before and 
wanted to arrange an audition 
with her.

SHE WOULD! And exactly 
one half hour later, the great 
maestro and entourage enter­ 
ed the studio and she sang

“Ninth Symphony”—with her 
knees shaking. 
How long would it take her 
to learn the piece? 
About three or four days. 
Norma was handed the re­ 
hearsal sheet and just one 
week later sang the work in 
Carnegie Hall in New York! 
One 
of 
Mrs. 
Andreotti’s 
most cherished possessions is 
the score on which Toscanini, 
on that audition day, scrib­ 
bled a change of cadenza by 
putting in words to suit her 
voice. And one of her great­ 
est memories is the close 
friendship t h a t 
developed 
with Toscanini himself. His 
picture, autographed to her, 
holds a prominent place in 
her living room. 


AFTER CARNEGIE HALL, 
Pierre Monteux brought her 
out to San Francisco to sing 
the same part six times with 
the San Francisco Symphony.

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Grebe (Hell Diver) May Be Low 
On Scale, But He's Doing Okay 


It is probably fortunate that the grebes have no know­ 
ledge of the lowly position they occupy in the world of birds. 
Scientists rank them next to the loons as being among the 
most primitive of birds; a fact that causes many people to 
think of grebes as stupid or unfortunate. In reality the 
grebes, despite their near relation to primitive ancestors, are 
well adapted to a way of life that fills an important niche in 
Nature. 
Grebes are water birds that are so well suited to an 
aquatic way of life that they seldom leave the water by choice. 
Instead of webbed feet that are usually associated with water 
birds, the grebes have lobed feet consisting of a scalloped 
flap-like edging that forms an excellent paddle on the pushing 
stroke and folds out of the way on the return stroke. 
The 
feathers are almost hairlike and quite waterproof; the tail 
is very tiny, the wings are no larger than are absolutely needed 
for flight and the body is slim and streamlined for efficient 
diving. 
The most distinctive grebe of the area is also the most 
numerous and the largest. This bird is probably a familiar 
sight to many people because it can easily be seen along the 
Bay as it swims and dives for fish which it eats in quantities. 
Its best common name is western grebe, but it is also com­ 
monly called a hell-diver because of the way in which it slips 
forward and downward in a silent dive. It is interesting to 
watch the bird when it is feeding because of the length of 
time it will remain submerged and the great distances it can 
cover under water. 
The western grebe is distinctive with its long thin neck 
that is snowy-white in front and black on the back. The back 
of the body, or rather the upper surface, is blackish and the 
breast is silvery-white. Grebes were formerly killed in great 
numbers for the silver-white breast feathers which were used 
to trim ladies’ hats; they are now protected by federal law. 
The other grebes of the area, the eared grebe, the horned 
grebe and Holboell’s grebe are smaller birds with shorter bills 
and chunky coot-like bodies. All of them feed on fish and 
small aquatic life in addition to feathers. Why they feed on 
feathers is still an unsolved problem that will have to be 
discovered through future research.

recognition for her work at 
the San Francisco Theological 
Seminary and holds a master’s 
degree from the Kansas City 
Conservatory of Music.

The 
piano and organ combination 
is an unusual one. It will be 
worth your while listening to 
this. 
TO MY QUERY if she had 
ever discovered a genius in 
her teaching, Mrs. France’s 
reply was an emphatic “No!” 
She went on to say that music 
teachers 
rarely 
have 
that 
chance in their lifetimes, ad­ 
vertising to the contrary not­ 
withstanding. 
It would 
be 
mighty frustrating to have to 
wait around for one. 
The best music students 
come from homes where there 
is some cultural development. 
What most teachers strive 
for is to lead them into mu­ 
sical expression without mak­ 
ing the ordeal a painful one to 
listeners. By this means the 
level of music appreciation is 
raised and when the true 
genius comes along he is 
more quickly recognized. 
WHAT MAKES A GENIUS? 
Never having discovered one 
Mrs. France says she has no 
way of answering this ques­ 
tion. Contrary to popular be­ 
lief, most of them are normal, 
well balanced people, charac­ 
terized generally by a pro­ 
found depth of understand­ 
ing. Their seeds are distrib­ 
uted sparingly by nature and 
the exact combination of tal­ 
ents which makes them what 
they are can be answered best 
perhaps by one of their kind. 
And so my question went 
unanswered. Not that it mat­ 
tered particularly. I 
don’t 
know that I expected to find 
an answer. The quest led me 
into meeting a very nice fam­ 
ily of three — Faith France, 
a top musician, her husband. 
Jess France, a stock and bond 
broker and by his own admis­ 
sion no musician at all, and 
David France, 12, whom his 
mother holds up as an ex­ 
ample to dispel the theory 
that you can’t teach your own 
children, but whose future 
seems to be more promising 
as an attorney. 
Which just convinces me 
all the more that, geniuses 
or not, Marin County peo­ 
ple are as interesting as 
anybody.

nounce all breaks, a program 
announcer, a girl commenta­ 
tor (sub for Kitty Oppenheim- 
er), and a boy and girl “DJ.” 


One crew will work from 7 
a.m., the other would sign 
on at noon. 
Standards for choosing the 
lucky ones would be on (1) 
reading ability, (2) personal­ 
ity— “the voice with a smile” 
and (3) voice. 
“In 
the 
radio 
business, 
there are lots of voices that 
are far from 
mellow who 
make fine announcers,” he 
added. 
Each of the seven Drake 
aspirants was given a record, 
for which he had to make up 
an introduction, two stand­ 
ard commercials and a couple 
of news items. Each student 
was to follow a “format” in 
introducing him self and sign­ 
ing off. 


YVHAT ABOUT humorous 
commercials—you know, the 
ones that degrade the prod­ 
uct?” asked one boy. 
“I believe there have been 
more announcers fired for 
trying 
to 
imitate 
Godfrey 
than for any other reason,” 
Turner replied.” 
“Just remember,” he add­ 
ed, waving a piece of copy, 
“every time you read this, the 
advertiser pays us $3 to $5.” 
“There are typos . . . but 
if you’re a good reader, they 
won't bother you,” he said as 
he handed out each student’s 
audition material.

'They Came To Cordura' But 
Left This Reader Unenthralled 


THEY CAME TO CORDURA, 
by Glendon Swarthout. Ran­ 
dom House, 213 pp., $3.50

This novel, to go on sale 
Feb. 6, is going to be highly 
publicized, and likely will be 
a 
best-seller within weeks. 
The 
publishers 
themselves 
tell us so: On the dust jacket 
they admit this is a “major 
novel,” and inside proclaim 
they “consider this one of the 
finest books ever to appear 
under their imprint. . . .” 
We are very likely also to 
see it soon in color on a wide 
screen, for reasons that will 
become obvious. 
It is an exercise in ethics, 
backgrounded on a now-ob­ 
scure event in American his­ 
tory, the Army’s “punitive ex­ 
pedition” against the Mexican 
revolutionist - cum - brigand 
Francisco Villa. It is not a 
historical novel in the proper 
sense; 
the 
historical event 
serves only to set in motion 
seven characters in a morality 
drama investigating courage, 
cowardice and the general 
Estate of Man. 
AS A STORY, it verges on 
the ludicrous. As an ethical 
exercise, it does not quite 
come off, principally because 
of the plot, which resembles 
what we have recently learn­ 
ed to call “adult western.” 
Since this plot is mainly what 
makes the novel less than a 
success, we might as well have 
it out at the beginning. 
So 
here it is: 
Major Thomas Thorn, our 
protagonist, is awards officer 
for Pershing’s e x p e d i t i o n 
against Villa. This is a dubi­ 
ous post accorded him after 
his disgraceful conduct in a 
previous 
military 
episode. 
(The details of Thorn’s dis­ 
grace, although hinted at fre­ 
quently, are kept a mystery 
until late in the book; too late, 
in fact, for their revelation to 
have any impact, since the 
r e a d e r 
has 
long 
s i n c e 
guessed.) 
Thorn is given the assign­ 
ment 
of 
taking 
five 
men 
whom he has singled out for 
the Congressional Medal of 
Honor back from the advanc­ 
ed position to the American 
base at Cordura, across the 
bleak 
Mexican 
countryside.

GLENDON SWARTHOUT 


GIVEN THIS RATHER un­ 
likely motive, Thorn sets his 
little caravan across the des­ 
ert, its ranks increased by the 
Inevitable 
Woman, 
in 
this 
case “the Geary woman” (she 
is called little else for the 
length of the book), a rene­ 
gade, disreputable type ac­ 
cused of giving aid and com­ 
fort to the Villa forces, and 
handed to Thorn to take back 
to face charges. 
Difficulties beset and sex 
rears as this group makes its 
agonizing way on horse, afoot 
and finally (wonderful Holly­ 
wood touch!) by railway hand­ 
car. Thorn, turned introspec­ 
tive by his previous cowar­ 
dice, worships his heroes, de­ 
spises the woman. 
Then, in the course of the 
trek, values change in exactly 
the m anner the reader is ex­ 
pecting. 
FINALLY OVERCOME (lit­ 
erally 
and 
allegorically) by 
the weight of his mission, 
Thorn 
meets a horrid 
and 
symbolic death at the hands 
of his heroes. 
These, then 
finding themselves in the sha­ 
dow of safety, come to Cor­ 
dura in an ending that tries 
unsuccessfully to achieve the 
unspoken conclusion type of 
finale one finds in Heming­ 
way or Irwin Shaw. 
It is apparent why this will 
soon find its way to Holly­ 
wood. It is just another vari­ 
ant of a typical western plot, 
and, in fact, one suspects it 
was written with at least half 
an eye to Hollywood, especi­ 
ally as an earlier Swarthout 
effort, the publishers tell us, 
became a movie. 
AFTER

trappings have been removed, 
the core of “They Came” is 
the exploration of what makes 
for courage and cowardice, 
what causes a man to live “be­ 
yond the limits of human con­ 
duct,” on either the plus or 
the minus side. It is an at- 


SOME NOVELS have been 
so well done they make us be­ 
lieve they have given an ink­ 
ling of an answer to the un­ 
answerable. 
“To Have and 
Have Not,” “Man’s Hope” and 
“The Plague,” for example, do 
this. “They Came” does not. 
This 
is 
regrettable, 
for 
Swarthout writes very well. 
His craftsmanship is especial­ 
ly apparent in what to this 
reader is the best part of 
“They Came” — his descrip­ 
tions of cavalry in the field 
and on the march. Swarthout 
has a feeling for (and obvious 
vast knowledge of) American 
cavalry that he can communi­ 
cate brilliantly. (See his ear­ 
lier “A Horse for Mrs. Cus­ 
ter.” for another example.) 
Maybe eventually Swarth­ 
out really will write his “ma­ 
jor novel.” 
Meanwhile, this 
reader’s recommendation is 
John Wayne for .Major Thorn 
and Anna Magnani for the 
Geary woman. 
Footnote: This is maybe 
hitting below the belt, since 
Swarthout doesn’t claim to 
be writing a historical nov­ 
el, but there are at least 
two anachronisms: 
(1) A Pershing expedition 
airplane is described as a 
“Curtiss biplane . . . two- 
seater powered by a 160 
h.p. steel cylinder motor 
. . .” This could only be the 
ianious JN4 “Jenny” and it 
d i d n ’t achieve anywhere 
near that horsepower until 
late in the war, when the 
Allies Itispano-Suiza motor 
became 
available 
to 
the 
U.S. In fact, the highest 
horsepower ever put into 
the Jenny was 150. 
(2) Thorn is caused to say 
in April, 1916, “I hear the 
British are using in France 
a kind of armored vehicle 
on treads, which mounts its 
own cannon.” The tank, a 
highly secret development 
in April, 1916, went into 
action for the first time six 
months later, in September, 
ou the Somme,

BARE ROOT TIME 
Want A Family Orchard? 


Well, Start Digging Pronto!

The home orchidist will be 
interested in what his local 
nursery 
or 
garden 
supply 
store will have available this 
season in bare root regular, 
dwarf 
and 
multiple 
fruit 
trees. At the present time 
there is a good supply of 
healthy, 
vigorous 
stock 
of 
apple, apricot, peach, pear, 
plum, prune, with fig and nut 
trees to follow. 
Fruit trees should be plant­ 
ed as soon as possible after 
purchasing, if weather per­ 
mits. Do not leave exposed 
to drying winds, frost or ex­ 
cessive moisture. Do not leave 
submerged in water. 
If stock must be held over, 
cover with a light loam, moist 


peat or shavings. Do not plant 
if the soil is a wet sticky 
mess. 
BE 
SURE 
to , cut 
back 
growth to within 30 inches of 
the ground if trees are a sin­ 
gle whip or have several scaf­ 
fold branches. The laterals 
should be cut back to two or 
three buds (thin out laterals, 
if too many). 
Place 
protectors 
on 
the 
south side the first and sec­ 
ond years, to prevent sunburn. 
Some rootstocks have a pro­ 
lific root system, in this case, 
cut back at least one-third of 
the growth. Do not plant too 
deep. The graft union should 
be just below the surface. 
If fertilizer is used, well 
rotted cow manure or any 


brand of humus builder may 
be blended in. Commercial 
fertilizer should be broadcast 
on surface after planting. 
PROTECTION from insect 
pests and deer is important 
to raise good trees, a dust gun 
containing a combined fungi- 
cide-insectieide should be ef­ 
fective. Dust as soon as foliage 
appears, repeat as needed, 
until about June 1. 
During very dry seasons, 
the young trees should be wa­ 
tered deeply—once a month 
during July, August and Sep­ 
tember—especially on hillside 
plantings. Careful planting is 
a requisite to give the young 
trees a good start, the first 
two years are the most im­ 
portant.

HOUSING MATHEMATICS 
How To Figure Out On Paper 
What A Plan Costs To Build

Want 
to 
know 
what 
it 
would cost to build that house 
for which you saw plans in 
the paper? 
It's more complicated than 
just figuring the square or 
cubic footage, and multiply­ 
ing by Xdollars. 


One system by which a lay­ 
man can make estimates was 
figured out recently by Nor­ 
man H. Hunt, editor of Build­ 
ers Construction Manual, with 
the help of Architect Samuel 
Paul. 
H ere’s how it works: 


SPLIT LEVEL H O I S E: 
First, multiply square footage 
of base construction area by 
$11.38. 
This 
area 
includes 
living 
room, 
dining 
room, 
kitchen, bedrooms and one 
bath. (Usually on two levels 
above ground level.)
